The Old Testament is a book of 
warning as well as of inspiration. It 
lifts us to great heights through 
its poets, saints, and prophets, and 
it inspires 
us through its stories 


Of heroic leaders: but 
it gives 
solemn warning of what happens 
when God is forgotten and people 
neglect their soul's welfare. 


The words in Deuteronomy 8:- 
11-14 warn the people of Israel 
when days of prosperity come 
not to forget the past in which God 
guided them through the wilder- 
ness, not to forget their indepen- 
dence upon God "For it is He that 


j j| 
giveth thee power to get wealth." 
* 
Israel did forget, and the na- 
tion, built up to the glory of Sol- 
omon, went down in ruin and exile. 
It is the story repeated again and 
again in history, of nations drunk 
with material prosperity neglecting 
matters of justice and mercv. sell- 
ing the righteous for a pair 
of 


shoes, and bringing upon themsel- 
ves the inevitable 
judgment 
.God and of God's laws.

It 5s what has been happening 
in our own time, and those ancient 
words are full of warning for us, 
even in the seeming safety of our 
Western world. It can happen here. 


And in spite of all the faith and 
goodness in which we rejoice, the 
things that made for destruction 
in other nations—division and sec- 
tional strfie, selfishness, 
debase- 
ment of homelife. sexual loose- 
ness and immorality, false stand- 


among us that we might well pause 
•and consider what is before us. 


We are prone to forget that a 
diseased part may destroy 
an 


otherwise healthy body, prone to 
trust more in all that is good than 
to see the need of suppressing 
and overcoming evil. 


How can we overcome 
evil? 


One way is In seeking to restore 
insofar as we have lost it, the 
spirit and 
practice of 
worship. 
Church-going in itself cannot save 
a nation, but we would be a great 
deal nearer national salvation if 
all of our people were found on 
the Sabbath in places of worship. 
Even that formal habit 
would 
mean a seeking of something high- 
er and higher. 


But we need something more 


than just church-going 
and for- 
mal worship. We think of worship 
as the adoration of God; but true 
worship is more than that. It is 
a search for God's will and God's 
guidance. It is a quest for help in 
living. 


Jesus made this plain when He 
said that God is a spirit, 
and 


that they that worship Him must 
worship Him in spirit and in truth. 


What does it mean to worship 


God in spiril? It means that wor- 
ship is not just a matter of form, 
a compliance with certain rites. It 
must be the sincere worship of 
the inner life. 


What does it mean to worship in 


truth? It means that our worship 
must be related to fact and life, 
and imaginary world, but bringing 
not taking us into some remote 
God to us, and into the world of 
ards of success, etc. —are so rife our daily words and deeds.

Washington — Attorney General 


Tom Clark does not consider the 
"Brooklyn Plan" — or "deferred 
prosecution plan" — a cureall for 
the juvenile delinquency 
problem. 


But he believes its use marks a 


major contribution by the federal 
government toward fore - stalling 
future crime upsurges and orient- 
ing youth in the right direction. 


Says Clark: "The basic respon- 
sibility for combatting juvenile de- 
linquency lies in the home and in 
the community. All the efforts of 
the government will be wasted if 
parents refuse to cooperate. Prop- 
er parental infleunce is the great- 
est single deterrent to juvenile de- 
linquency. 


"In 
addition, 
I 
believe each 


community must accept its respon- 
sibility on the juvenile crime i'ront. 
This includes fostering 
programs 


of supervised juvenile recreation 
and selecting policemen who will 
cultivate the confidence and friend- 
ship of youths." 


Deferred 
prosecution first was 
employed seven years ago in Ihe 
Eastern (Brooklyn) 
Districl 
of 


New York. The results have been 
"remarkable 
an 
d inspiring," 
Clark says.

U. S. attorney for Brooklyn, starl- 
ed Ihe plan. He had an exceplion-

Ilickey asked 'why not reverse 
the process? Instead of determin- 
ing whether n 
youthful 
offender 
was worthy of being released after 
trial and conviction, why not con- 
duct such an investigation before 
prosecution to determine whether 
prosecution was necessary in the 
first place?" 


Hickey experimented 
w'.th 
the 


plan for two years, then adopted 
it as regular procedure. 


During 
the past seven years, 
Clark said, some 200 youths" have 
been granted 
provisional release 


from prosecution in eastern New 
York. Only iwo were reported as 
violators 
during" the supervision 
period. 


Several months ago 
Clark 
di- 


rected all U. S. attorneys to adopt 
the Brooklyn plan and report back 
to him. He turned over the reports 
to me. Here

The determining fnclor in the fixing of newspaper subscrip- 


tion prices is thc cost of newsprint. In tlm last 10 years the cost 
of paper purchased by The Star, delivered in car lots, has risen 
from $40 (193G) lo $71. The newspaper has bought this year 58 
tons, all ot it costing $71 a ton. The price on future deliveries 
was advanced last week by $G.!iO. putlinr; the replacement cost 
close to $80—twice what it was 10 yi-ars ago. 


The $71 price was an OPA authorization, and all the newsprint 
The Star now holds was bought under OPA management. 
The new $0.80 increase posted in mid-July was the result of 
the Canadian government revaluing its dollar upward, from 
E)0 


per e'-'iit of the U. S. dollar to par. This reduced the relative value 
of American newspaper dollars paid to Canadian newsprint man- 
ufacturers—and the mid-July price increase followed. Although 
The Star's newsprint, come from Lufkin. Texas, all mills and 
newspapers operate on a contract whose price is determined by 
tho actions of certain large Canadian and Northern U. S. mills— 
and these mills having posted the July increase our own supplier 
lias followed suit. 


Newsprint is produced from pulpvvood. a division of the lumber 


industry. And, like lumber, newsprint had successive price in- 
creases posled during thc war—-ind they ;:re still coining at us. 


The Star absorbed those increases—until they became pro- 
hibitive.

ate Democratic 
Leader 
Barkley 
said after a conference with Pres- 
ident Truman today he sees

prospect of 
adjourning

before the middle of next week. 


Barkley conferred with the pres- 


ident along with Senator McKellar
